| Aptitude Tests Help 
Vocational Choices 
Says Father Higgins 

What is your vocation? According 
to Father John Higgins, S.J., dean of 
Rockhurst College, in a recent address 
to the College Assembly, at the in- 
vitation of C.S.M.C., it is the place in 
life in which you have an opportunity 
to make the best use of the talents 
God has given you. 

Using the gospel story of the tal- 
ents as a point of departure for his 
discussion of the problem of vocation- 
al choice, Father Higgins pointed out 
the need for individuals to study 
themselves and for educators to form- 
ulate and administer more reliable ap- 
titue tests to better find out what 
people can do. Each person will reach 
his greatest happiness on earth and 
save his soul doing the work for 
which he is best fitted. Square pegs 
in square holes is the ideal. 

Most Women Marry 

Father dwelt at length upon mar- 
riage, motherhood, and homemak- 
ing as the vocation to which the 
majority of women are called. 
Women, he said, shape the destiny 
1 of the world because they mold 
men’s souls. Great men have great 
women behind them. He cited 
Saint Augustine and Louis IX, King 
of France, as examples. 

Father described the state of vir- 
ginity as the higher state in the ab- 
stract. However, he said, when the 
welfare of an individual is in ques- 
tion, it may not be the best state for 
her. The married state may be the 
one in which she will save her soul. 

What Religious Life Offers 

Another individual, he continued, 
may reach eternal happiness in the 
religious state. Here he stressed the 
idea that the religious state has some- 
thing to give the individual. God does 
not need anyone to cany on His work > 
but He does use human beings. Work- 
ing for God may be the best way in 
which some individual can save her 
soul. 

Serious study, close attention to 
present tasks, doing each day’s work 
as well as possible will help you to 
find out what your talents are, said 
Father. The combined efforts of the 
school and the individual will, he 
hopes, do better in the future toward 
fitting people into the right niche for 
life. 



Varied Subjects Mark 
Sodality Programs 

The subject for discussion at the 
March meeting of the Rockhurst and 
St. Teresa Sodalists was “The Chris- 
tian Ideals of Family Life.” The 
joint forum was held at St. Teresa s 
and attracted some forty students 
from the two schools. 

Questions which prompted most dis- 
cussion were: whether or not the 
family life is a state of perfection 
and what are the duties of the par- 
ents toward their children. It was 
generally conceded that the ideal 
family is most usually the large 
family; and, it was agreed that the 
foundation of a family lies in the 
thorough Christian education of all 
its members. 

The discussion proceeded under the 
guidance of Father Wade, Director of 
Rockhurst’s Sodality. The April 
meeting of the Sodalists will he held 
at Rockhurst College, the topic of 
discussion being “Postwar Conscrip- 
tion.” 

Mother Simplicia addressed the So- 
dality, March. 12, on the subject of 
Religious vocations. She stressed the 
fact that no angel would come down 
to inform us that we have a voca- 
tion to the religious life. Our own 
hearts would tell us this, she said. 

In giving the qualifications for the 
religious life Mother indicated that 
they are few and that just about any 
normal girl possessess them. She re- 
duced them to the five H’s. These 
are: Health, in order to carry on the 
work of the community; Hand, a wil- 
lingness and ability to do the work 
of the community; Head, sufficient 
intelligence to understand the obliga- 
tions of the religious life; Heart, a 
love of God and of man; Humor, a 
sense of humor which will enable you 
to take the trials which naturally 
arise in everyday life with a smile 
and with kindly understanding. 

In concluding her talk, Mother gave 
a short history of the Sisters of Saint 
Joseph and a brief sketch of the work 
done by them. 



Two Commissions 
In Hands of CST 1 

The College of St. Teresa now has 
two regional commissions in the 
N.F.C.C.S., The Inter-American and 
the Confraternity. The Inter-Amer- 
ican Commission was given to C.S.T. 
in the autumn of 1943. The group 
working on this commission meets 
once a month and makes an intensive 
study of South American countries. 
Columbia, Ecuador, Bolivia, and 
Mexico have been studied to date. 
Each country is treated under differ- 
ent phases: historical, political, eco- 
nomic, and cultural. 

The commission has distributed one 
thousand pieces of Inter-American 
literature to the colleges in this reg- 
ion. It has also publicized Inter- 
American programs and distributed 
lists of sources of materials to Inter- 
American clubs in the regional col- 
leges. 

The Confraternity Commission in 
the N.F.C.C.S. is new. It was obtained 
at the Atchison meeting, April 6 and 
7, but Confraternity work at C.S.T. 
is not new. Much has been done in 
past years, but the work took on a 
new impetus in the autumn of 1944 
when the College Confraternity unit 
was organized for the purpose of 
training students in the six divisions 
of Confraternity work in order that 
they might assist their pastors in 
carrying out the program in the 
parishes. 

The program at St. Teresa’s was 
introduced by a series of lectures on 
the six divisions of work. The speak- 
ers and their subects were: Sister 
Mary Raphael, R.S.M., “Teachers”; 
Sir John Craig, “Parent Educator”; 
Father Kenneth McDonnell, “Aposto- 
late to the Non-Catholic”; Sister Vi- 
biana, Sister of Social Service, 
“Fishers”; Miss Miriam Marks, “Wo- 
man’s Place in the Confraternity. 

Since these lectures students from 
C.S.T. have appeared to give demon- 
strations and talks before the general 
meetings of the Parish Confraternity 
Councils at the Catholic Community 
Library and at Loretto Academy on

panel discussion, speaking upon the 
topic “Graduates who understood 
problems of the Americas because 
they participated in Inter-American 
activities.” 

Other delegates attending the Con- 
gress, accompanied by Sister Mar- 
guerite and Sister Mary Gertrude, in- 
cluded: Rosemary Flanigan, Mable 

Prichard, Marion Di Maggio, and 
Mary Elizabeth Hessel. Other reports 
concerning the expansion of the 
N.F.C.C.S. activities were given in 
the general session and in the par- 
ticular commission meetings. 



Sorrowful Nation Mourns Death 
Of President F. D. Roosevelt

When not only a nation but the whole world mourns the 
passing of a man, words become but flimsy vehicles for the ex- 
pression of a fitting tribute to the memory of such a personage. 
Leaders from every walk of life, representatives of dozens of pol- 
itical set-ups, Church heads, military men— these are but a few 
who have eulogized the character and accomplishments of our be- 
loved former President. 

Yet, in a special way, this generation of college and uni- 
versity students, and all those of college age, be they on the battle 
fronts, in the factories, or on the farm, deserves a voice in the 
mementos offered to Franklin Delano Roosevelt’s name. For, 
from the first dawn of political awareness on the part of today’s 
American youth, Roosevelt has stood for the Presidency of the 
United States. 

Roosevelt’s personality colored American life as none other 
has in many a decade. That his time in office was an epoch in 
American history everyone will admit, but the impression he 
made on the minds of American youth can hardly be realized by 
those who remember the days when Hoover or even Wilson was 
President. At the same time that America’s children learned to 
recite the preamble to the Constitution they absorbed the pros 
and cons of the Roosevelt administration.

St. Joseph Order 
Then and Now 

Michel Fontbonne held firmly to 
the small hands of his two daughters 
as he led them through their own pic- 
turesque village of Bas-en Basset in 
Le Puy, France, to the convent of the 
Sisters of St. Joseph. This was the 
community which had been founded 
under the renowned prelate, Bishop 
Henri de Maupas in 1650. At the 
time of the foundation their mode of 
life was novel in the history of the 
church. Their lives were devoted to 
works of charity and they did not ob- 
serve a strict enclosure as religious 
women had done before that date. 
Now, in the late eighteenth century, 
the work of the Sisters continued in 
the school for girls to which the Font- 
bonnes journeyed. The father placed 
the children in the hands of his sis- 
ter, Sister St. Francis. 

Jeanne and Marie were devoted to 
each other, but under the Sister’s 
care, the former developed the strong- 
er personality. At home she had al- 
ways been the beloved of her friends 
as the arbiter in their disputes, and 
in the convent she won the same 
position. 

In her nineteenth year, Jeanne spoke 
for both when she announced to their 
parents their wish of becoming re- 
ligious. At this time, Sister St. 
Francis was informed to open a con- 
vent in Monistrol and to take her two 
nieces as the nucleus of the novitate. 
When Jeanne received her habit and 
the name of Sister St. John on 
December 8 , 1778, she became the soul 
of the novitate, faithful to the least 
observance. 

Her first cross came in 1785 when 
the Bishop recalled Mother St. Fran- 
cis and named Sister St. John as her 
successor. This cross became so 
heavy that in the year 1790, she found 
it almost unbearable, for in this year 
the nuns refused to place allegiance 
to the state above their duty to God 
and the Church; and consequently 
were thrown into prison. Death was 
almost inevitable, but just when they 
were about to give themselves back

In the United States there are five 
provinces with provincial houses and 
novitiates in the following cities: St. 
Louis, Missouri; St. Paul, Minnesota;

There 
are many Diocesan Communities 
which sprang from the original 
Mother House in St. Louis. Sisters 
of St. Joseph are found in Canada.
